Regarding claim 1, Prior Art of record fails to show or render obvious "adjusting the traffic 
control devices at the access points to the backbone network to decrease access of the lower 
class to the backbone network to provide sufficient capacity in the network for transport of 
messages for the other class, the decrease in access occurring only when there is insufficient 
capacity in the network for transport of messages for the other class" in combinations set forth 
in the respective claims.
